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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant has 
attempted to appoint an attorney Yi-Wen Tseng who is not registered to practice 
before the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, contrary to the Code of Federal 
Regulations, 37 CFR 1 .31 .

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 line 8, " a positioning device" is confusing and unclear in light of the 
specification. The examiner interpreted as a plurality of protruding spots instead 
for improved clarity. 

In claim 5 line 3, " two connection boards" are confusing and unclear in light of 
the specification. The examiner interpreted as ~ two connection plates- Instead 
for improved clarity. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. Claims 2-9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The primary reasons for the indication of the allowability of claims 1 -9 are the 
inclusion therein, in combination as currently claimed, of the limitation of a lift 
type positioning structure comprising: a horizontal platform extending 
perpendicularly from a lower edge of the rectangular slot, and a plurality of 
protruding spots (as interpreted in 1 12 second paragraph), operative to secure 
the lid at an open position. 

The previously listed limitation is neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of 
record, alone or in combination. 

Other prior art cited 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Nicolai, Liao, Bartlett, Dials, Sucharczuk, Wrycraft, and 
Dimarco disclose a housing similar to applicant's claimed invention.
